Report Has It Today That Majority 


of Jurors Were Opposed to the 


Indictments.

New York, Dec. 29—Developments I 


today show that indictments 
were 


returned yesterday against^ Gco. W. 
Perkins, former vice president of the 
New York Life, and Clias. S. Fab-- 
child, were only 
agreed to by the 


grand jury after District Attorney 
Jferome had threatened to take the 
jurors before Recorder Goff and have 
them publicly given ironclad orders. 


Many of the jurors were inclined 


to treat lightly the evidence adduced 
in the investigation.. The majority, 
it is reported today, we're against any 
indictments. Then Jerome called and 
in. no uncertain words told the jurors 
what he thought of them. The max- 
imum penalty 
which will be given 


under the indictments is five years on 
each indictment or thirty years on all 
six against each defendant. 


New York, 
Dec. 29—The 
grand 


jury which for a month has been in- 
vestigating affairs of theh New York 
Life Insurance company has indicted 
Geo. W. Perkins and Chas. S. Fair- 
child, as telegraphed in these dis- 
patches to the Advocate 
yesterday. 


But more remarkable than 
the iu- 


dictment was the presentment filed 
by the grand jury expressing belief 
in the absence of criminal intent. 


"When Mr.Perkins was asked wheth- 


er he cared to make an statement re- 
garding action of the grand jury, he 
replied: "No; 1 am more concerned 
over the death of President Cassatt of 
the Pennsylvania railroad than -with 
any personal affair. The country has 
Jost a great--pabHe- *ervaatr-*fho de- 
voted a busy "and trying life to the 
unselfish work of upbuilding for the 
public benefit of our greatest railroad. 
He died of a broken hearf—a heart 
broken by the constant hounding of 
iconoclasts." 


Si;, indictments were 
returned 


agains* each of the two defendants, 
but all 'are based on the one transac- 
tion known as the "Prussian loan," 
the specification under the charge of 
forgery teing the falsification in book- 
keeping entries. It is alleged that cer- 
tain railway stocks were transferred 
by the insurance company to the se- 
curity and trust company in order to 
comply with the Prussian law, but that 
the said transfer was not bona fide. 
The grand jury.coupldd with the in- 
dictments a presentment in which the 
jurors plaosd themselves on record as 
being conviEsed that in doing the acts 
charged against them, Messrs. Per- 
kins and Fairchild were "influenced 
by a desire to benefit the policy- 
holders."

Adopted by the Ohio School Improve- 


ment Fcd*rst;sn. 


Columbus, O., Dec. 23.—The Ohio 


School Improvement federation, which 
closed its sessions here, adopted reso- 
lutions recommending ihe co-opera- 
tion of the organization with the Ohio 
State grange and the state board of 
commerce iz. all legislative matters 
through a committee comprising the 
Resident of the federation, S. K. Mar- 
Ais; Allen R. Foote, representing the 
state board of commerce; F. A. Der- 
thick, master of the grange, and Dean 
Henry G. Williams, representing the 
educational press. 
The influence of 


60,000 citizens of Ohio will be back of 
this committee. It was recommended 
that there be established a state bu- 
reau of high school inspectors, who 
should have charge of the grading of 
the high schools of the state. A uni- 
form course of study for the rural 


j schools was recommended, as well as 


free textbooks for all the common 
schools of Ohio. A request was made 
for the establishment of a teachers' 
college in Columbus, two more normal 
schools, and indorsement was given 
to the support of the present state 
normal schools.

12 KILLED, 72 HURT 


Atlanta, Ga., Dec. 29.—The commit- 


tee appointed by a mass meeting of 
citizens at the time of the September 
riots in this city to investigate the 
facts connected with the trouble at 
that time, made its report. The report 
shows that 12 persons were killed and 
70 wounded. Of the dead two were 
whites and 10 colored; two were fe- 
males and 10 males. Of the wounded 
10 were whites and 60 negroes. Five 
thousand 
three hundred and sixty- 


three dollars was expended by the 
committee for the relief of the wound- 
ed and for the families of the dead, 
of which the city contributed §1,000. 
The report says the crimes of the mob 
included robbery as well as murder, 
and adds: "As a number took part in 
each assault, it is clear that several 
hundred murderers or wonld-be mur- 
derers are at large in this commu- 
nity." 


SNOWSTORM 


Rail- 
Indirect Cause of a Disastrous 


way Wreck Abroad. 


Dundee, Scotland, Dec. 29. — In a 


railroad collision, caused indirectly by 
the heavy snowstorm cf the last few 
da;<s, 16 persons have been killed and 
over 30 injured. The accident occur- 
red near Arbroath, on the Xorth Brit- 
ish, railroad, between Edinburgh and 
Aberdeen, and some distance north of 
here.

The accident 
is attributed to tbe heavy fall of 
snow. During the afternoon the line 
was cleared and one train proceeded 
to Dundee.

The operation of the railroad in the 


ast year is said to have had much to 
o with the breaking down of Mr Cas- 


satt's health. He had just gone to 
Europe for a rest when the seusation- 
al developments in the interstate com- 
merce commission investigation of re- 
bates brought him home, and he threw 
himself into the breach 'In an effort to 
bring about an amicable settlement of 
the question. Deprived of his rest 
abroad, he plunged into routine work 
until he went to Bar Harbor, where 
in his overworked state he contracted 
whooping cough. 


Aside from being the head of the 


Pennsylvania 
railroad, Mr. Cassatt 


was president of six other companies 
and a director in 23 concerns, princi- 
pally transportation companies, banks 
and trust companies. His wealth is 
estimated at between $50,000,000 and 
$75,000,000. 


Some months ago Mr. Cassatt made 


changes" in the company's organiza- 
tion which put new duties on some 
of the higher officials. 
Among these 


was Samuel Rea, the third vice presi- 
dent, and it was suggested at the time 
that the act was equivalent to placing 
Mr. Rea in line for promotion, but 
there is no official authority to sustain 
such an influence. First Vice Presi- 
dent Green will have charge of the 
affairs of the railroad company for the 
present. 


Alexander Johnston 
Cassatt was 


born in Pittsburg Dec, 18, 1839. His 
father, Robert S. Cassatt, was for a 
number of years closely identified 
with the financial and industrial in- 
erests of western Pennsjlvania, and 
was the first- mayor of Allegheny City. 
The elder Cassatt removed to Europe 
and young Cassatt took up a course 
of study in the University of Darm- 
stadt.

college at Troy, X. Y., from which in- 
stitution he graduated in 1859 as a 
civil engineer.

Lincoln, Neb., Dec. 29. — "Tb» 


Schools and the Nation" was the 
theme of Senator A. J. Beveridge ol 
Indiana before the Nebraska State 
Teachers' association, in session here. 
Hon. William J. Bryan Introduced tho 
senator, who spoke particularly of 
child labor, as follows: 


"Nothing shows how greed forgeta 


humanity as much as the child slavery 
in certain sections of this country. 
There is something wrong with a pros- 
perity which is so immense that it 
finally comes to feed upon the lives of 
little children. There are, at a low 
estimate, half a million children un- 
der 14 years of age at work in cotton 
mills, 
glass factories, sweatshops, 


mines and other like industries. Those 
whom such toil does not kill are being 
literally ruined for citizenship. 
Wo 


are turning out, at a low estimate, 
200,000 adult London 'Hooligans' every 
j'ear; and these become in turn the 
parents of hundreds of thousands of 
other degenerates. And so this civic 
pestilence contimiestoriot and spread. 
It has got to be stopped, if not for 
the sake of these children themselves, 
then for our own sake; if not for the 
sake of common humanity, then for 
the sake of the republic's safety. For 
this republic is based on citizenship. 
We can not sow to the winds today 
without reaping the whirlwind to- 
morrow. 


"If everybody, including the most 


earnest advocate of 'state's rights,' 
could agree on a national quarantine 
law to keep out yellow fever, which 
does not kill 20 people in 20 years, 
how much more should we agree 'on 
a national child labor law to stop a 
practice that actually kills thousands 
of children every year and irreclaim- 
ably ruins tens of thousands every 
year. Have we become so commer- 
cialized that while we forget 'state's 
rights' when providing against yellow 
fever and the bubonic plague, we re- 
member 'state's rights' when provid- 
ing against the murder and ruin of 
little children?

It is found that the Christmas par- 


don granted by Governor Harris was 
the first pardon to a prisoner commit- 
ted under the law which makes 
it 


mandatory on the part of the trial 
court to give a life sentence where 
there is a recommendation of mercy 
on the part of the jury. The recipient 
of the pardon was a negro, Harry 
Jones, who killed a young colored girl 
eight years ago in Cincinnati, when he 
was 19 years old. Since the passage 
of this law others have been received 
under a similar sentence, but it is the 
statement 
of the authorities that 


Jones is the first to receive executive 
Clemency. The law further provides 
that where a prisoner is thus sen- 
tenced he is not eligible for a pardon 
by the pardon board and action must 
come direct from the governor.

Of all f e state institutions the most 


gloomy Christmas is doubtless at the 
state penitentiary, regardless of the 
relaxation of discipline and the extra 
privileges given prisoners that day. 
A.nd in their way, Christmas presents 
received at the penitentiary indicate 
the quaint notions 
entertained 
by 


some people who have relatives or 
friends in the big prison. This is 
shown in many of the presents sen, 
or brought to the outer guard room, 
where each package is opened and its 
contents carefully scrutinized before 
being passed to the owner. Socks are 
very common and occasionally neck- 
ties 
Some people have been led to 


believe that the prisoners are not well 
fed and the baskets and 
packages 


are brought in of fruit, cake and other 
delicacies. Most people seen to un- 
derstand that it is not necpssary to 
bring clothing, the imj^ession being 
general that the state will furnish that 
part of the prisoner's necessities. Once 
a sweater was received by a prisoner, 
but it was confiscated and the recipi- 
nt given to understand that the pns- 
n itself had all the facilities for the 
weating process. At another time a 
prisoner who had a brother on the 
outside engaged in the saloon business 
n Cincinnati was informed by him 
that he could look for a couple of 
cases of beer as his Christmas re- 
minder, and he is still looking. A great 
many other contributions, some large- 
ly of the freak variety, are found m 
the bundles, baskets and packages 
that begin to reach the prison a few 
days before Dec. 25. Occasionally 
jewelry and other decorative articles 
are sent, the donors forgetting that 
prison life is not much given up to the 
social amenities.
